Mindless  Meanderings  (again)  by  Doug  Jennings 

When  my  local  coin  club  would  have  its  annual  show,  the  club  would  have 
exhibits  for  the  public  to  look  at  and  learn  about  different  numismatic  re¬ 
lated  areas.  As  the  years  went  by  and  the  club  lost  more  members,  ex¬ 
hibiting  became  a  lost  art.  In  2014,  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society 
offered  an  exhibit  class  for  first  time  exhibitors.  I  thought  this  was  a  good 
place  to  try  my  hand  at  an  exhibit  featuring  “Eagles’  Nests”  as  a  push  for 
our  club,  IASAC,  and  to  show  off  some  of  the  various  nests  I  had  collected 
over  the  years.  If  I  knew  how  to  send  pictures  to  Carrie,  I  would  include 
them  with  the  descriptions  of  the  nests.  SORRY!  Maybe  some  time  I’ll  learn 
how  to  do  that.  Anyway,  here  is  the  description  of  my  nests.  Some  of  them 
you  can  look  up  in  Archie's  books,  (editor's  note:  we  have  included  a  few 
photos  to  help  you  determine  which  sets  Doug  is  talking  about). 

The  dictionary  definition  used  to  describe  an  avian  nest  built  by  eagles  can 
be  spelled  “aerie”  or  “aery”  or  “eyrie.”  These  nests  are  for  the  eagles  that 
fly.  The  nests  of  eagles  in  this  article  are  not  flying  anywhere  because  they 
are  made  of  silver.

I  have  collected  these  nests  over  a  number  of  years.  I  could  have  chosen 
any  of  the  nests  of  eagles  that  the  U.S.  Mint  sells  in  gold,  silver,  or  platinum, 
but  as  a  collector  I  was  drawn  to  the  .999  silver  eagle  nests  because  they 
are  often  ignored  or  snubbed  by  many  collectors  as  nothing  more  than  sil¬ 
ver  bullion.  I  find  them  to  be  extremely  interesting,  artistically  beautiful,  and 
a  challenge  to  find.  Now,  what  did  it  take  to  qualify  a  collection  of  silver 
eagles  as  a  nest?  I  chose  the  criteria  that  there  must  be  an  actual  “nest” 
for  them  in  which  to  reside. 

They  could  be  of  different  shapes,  weights,  or  designs,  but  they  must  all  fit 
into  the  nest  that  served  as  their  home.  They  must  be  .999  silver.  They 
could  be  plain,  gold-plated,  or  enameled  as  long  as  they  all  came  together 
in  their  nest,  box  or  holder.  And  foremost,  they  all  had  to  have  an  eagle  on 
either  the  obverse  or  reverse. 

So,  let  us  journey  through  this  aviary,  and  learn  about  these  different  eagle 
nests  that  are  described  here. 


NEST  #1  and  Its  Variety 


The  first  nest  was  produced  by  the  Foster  Company  in  1969.  It  comes  in 
two  varieties.  The  first  variety  is  the  “Silver  Eagle  Sales,  Inc.”  of  Walla, 
Walla,  Washington.  This  variety  consists  of  a  ten  ounce  eagle,  a  five  ounce 
eagle,  a  two  and  a  half  ounce  eagle,  a  one  ounce  eagle,  a  half  ounce  eagle, 
and  a  quarter  ounce  eagle.  These  were  redeemable  at  the  current  silver 
value  at  that  time  by  the  company.  The  second  variety  consists  of  the  same 
eagles  set  in  the  same  weights,  issued  by  the  “Hercamy  Enterprises"  also 
of  Walla  Walla,  Washington,  and  they  were  to  be  redeemed  at  the  current 
market  value  of  the  silver  also.  Both  sets  share  the  same  obverse  of  eagle 
designs,  but  they  differ  in  the  proverbial  fine  print  of  where  they  could  be 
redeemed.  Both  sets  came  in  a  black  box  which  is  inscribed  with  “Silver 
Eagles  Nest  T.M."  on  the  cover.  The  interior  of  the  box  is  black  and  consists 
of  thirteen  sheets  of  stiff  board  stapled  together  with  the  appropriate  size 
holes  cut  out  the  top  black  felt  covered  layer  for  the  eagles  to  nestle  into 
their  nest.

NEST  #2 


The  second  nest  wasoroduced  by  the  Capitol  Medals  Company  for  Schultz 
&  Company  of  High  Point  North  Carolina,  U.S.  in  1971.  This  set  consists 
of  5  eagles.  They  are  the  three  ounce  eagle,  two  ounce  eagle,  one  ounce 
eagle,  naif  ounce  eagle,  and  quarter  ounce  eagle.  These  are  cataloged  in 
Archie’s  book. 


NEST  #3  &  #4 

The  next  two  nests  of  five  eagles  come  from  the  Sunshine  Bullion  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  Metal  Arts  Company,  Inc.  They  were  to  be  an  annual  proof 
edition  of  five  eagles  in  a  blue  vinyl  holder  with  a  photo  of  the  Sunshine 
Mint  enclosed  with  the  eagles.  This  annual  set  lasted  only  two  years-1 982 
and  1983  before  the  interest  of  silver  in  the  early  80’s  waned.  There  were 
to  be  1 0,000  sets  produced  each  year  and  the  dies  that  were  used  to  strike 
the  eagles  were  to  be  “cancelled,  placed  in  company  archives,  and  never 
used  again.”  The  “Certificate  of  Authenticity”  was  signed  by  Jack  J.  Albans, 
President  of  Sunshine  Bullion  Company  and  Stanley  J.  Dahle,  President 
of  Metal  Arts  Company,  Inc.  As  far  as  I  know,  no  further  sets  were  ever  pro¬ 
duced  beyond  these  years. 


NEST #5 

The  fifth  nest  is  quite  interesting  because  the  five  designs  presented  in  it 
are  all  exact  or  near  replicas  of  designs  that  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  request  of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  “In  1905  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  commissioned  Saint-Gaudens  to  prepare  new  de¬ 
signs  for  the  one  cent,  ten-dollar,  and  twenty-dollar  United  States  coins.” 
These  eagles  are  examples  of  three  of  those  proposed  patterns  and  the 
“MCMVII”  twenty-dollar  high  relief  was  lowered  because  of  production  prob¬ 
lems.  The  other  eagle  in  the  nest  is  the  1 986  American  gold  eagle  obverse 
with  the  original  twenty-dollar  reverse  from  1907.  These  five  eagles  are 
gold-plated  even  though  the  one  pattern  was  not  for  a  gold  coin,  but  for 
the  one  cent  piece.  However,  they  still  fit  my  parameters  of  what  comprises 
the  eagle  nests  I  collect.  The  reverses  are  all  the  same,  but  the  obverses 
are  all  different  and  more  aesthetically  pleasing  to  enjoy.

NEST  #6 

Nest  #6  is  a  product  of  Silvertowne  and  is  the  only  enameled  nest  of  eagles 
I  have  in  my  collection.  The  dealer  that  I  bought  it  from  told  me  the  set  was 
created  and  released  in  honor  of  the  first  “Nest  of  Eagles"  back  in  1969. 
(This  is  the  #1  nest  in  my  collection.)  I  tried  repeatedly  to  get  in  touch  with 
an  archivist  at  Silvertowne  without  any  success.  No  one  I  spoke  with  could 
provide  me  with  any  more  information  than  what  I  had  gleaned  from  the 
original  dealer.  So,  whether  it  is  a  tribute  to  that  first  set  or  just  an  original 
nest  of  eagles  produced  by  Silvertowne,  it  is  still  a  beautiful  set  of  enam¬ 
eled  eagles.  Because  it  only  is  a  four  piece  nest  instead  of  the  six  piece 
original  nest,  and  it  lacks  the  smaller  pieces  and  hexagonal  piece,  I  believe 
it  to  be  an  original  nest  of  Silvertowne’s  creation.  The  reverse  is  a  simple 
ring  of  ounces  contained  in  the  round,  the  .999  silver  fineness,  and  deco¬ 
rative  loops  with  a  plain  circle  in  the  middle. 


NEST  #7 


WORLD  WIDE  I** 


Nest  #7  consists  of  five  pieces.  They  are  four  rounds  and  one  bar.  It  was 
produced  by  the  World  Wide  Mint  in  1982.  It  was  produced  in  proof  condi¬ 
tion  with  mirrored  fields  and  frosted  devices.  The  1982  bar  is  similar  to  a 
bar  made  by  World  Wide  Mint  which  is  listed  as  WWM-109  VI  in  the  5th 
edition  of  A  COMPLETE  GUIDE  BOOK  OF  SILVER  ART  BARS.  However, 
it  is  not  shown  in  the  form  that  is  contained  in  this  proof  set.  Even  though 
it  shares  many  similarities  to  the  WWM-109  VI,  there  are  enough  differ¬ 
ences  to  see  that  it  is  a  completely  different  bar.  The  eagle,  the  25  rays, 
and  the  “WM"  logo  on  the  lower  right  side  of  the  bar  are  the  same.  The 
date,  “1982,”  and  the  lay-out  of  the  .999/FINE  SILVER/1  TROY  OZ.”  is  dif¬ 
ferent  from  the  WWM-109  Vi's  version.  The  reverse  of  this  bar  is  called 
the  “Reverse-Type  8."  It  consists  of  the  repetition  of  “WORLD  WIDE  MINT” 
reading  on  the  diagonal  from  the  left  downward  towards  the  right  of  the 
reader.  This  proof  set  is  not  cataloged  anywhere  that  is  known  to  me.  The 
set  consists  of  an  one  ounce  bar,  an  ounce  round,  a  half-ounce  round,  a 
quarter-ounce  round,  and  a  one-tenth  ounce  round.

NEST #8 

Nest  #8  is  an  interesting  story  if  only  it  was  all  known.  There  are  a  number  of  things 
that  tie  all  of  the  six  eagles  together,  but  there  are  differences  that  set  them  apart. 
Let's  start  with  the  obvious  similarities.  Because  of  the  nest  being  labeled  “SAINT- 
GAUDENS  SERIES”  it  would  be  assumed  that  the  eagles  are  all  similar  designs. 
That  is  true  to  a  certain  extent.  The  obverses  are  all  similar  in  the  sense  that  they 
have  a  striding  Lady  Liberty.  However,  two  of  the  obverses  have  dates  placed  on 
them.  One  date  is  “1 986"  and  the  other  is  “1 987."  Also,  the  “1 987”  is  the  only  eagle 
to  bear  the  word  ‘‘COPY’’  on  it,  and  the  “1 986"  is  the  only  eagle  to  have  “SILVER 
TRADE  UNIT'  on  the  reverse.  All  have  reverses  that  have  an  eagle  in  flight  displayed 
on  them.  Again,  there  are  differences.  All  but  one  of  the  reverses  is  the  same,  and 
that  is  the  one  that  is  displayed.  The  half-ounce  shows  and  eagle  in  flight  bearing 
branches.  The  other  eagles  are  all  as  the  five  ounce  eagle  that  is  displayed-an  eagle 
in  flight  over  the  sun  with  the  sun's  rays  showing.  The  next  differences  are  the  medals' 
relationships  between  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  Some  have  the  medal  format 
of  turning  the  coin  from  right  to  left  to  view  the  image  in  the  up-right  position. 

NEST  #9 

Nest  #9  is  one  of  my  favorite  sets  because  it  has  eagles  on  both  sides  and  has  an 
American  Silver  Eagle  as  part  of  the  nest.  Although  the  nest  was  minted  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Royal  Mint,  it  was  sold  and  distributed  by  the  Chattanooga  Coin  Co.  of  Chat¬ 
tanooga,  TN  in  1 986.  It  came  with  an  assay  and  a  guarantee  certificate  which  is 
displayed  here  with  the  eagles  and  their  nest.  The  guarantee  was  a  price  buy-back 
that  the  set  would  have  a  guaranteed  redemption  value  of  $361 .00  until  July  15, 
201 2.  The  mintage  was  to  be  a  maximum  of  6,000  sets.  The  five  eagles  contained 
in  the  set  are  the  “$200”  eagle  which  is  16  avoirdupois  ounces,  a  “$100”-10  troy 
ounces-octagonal  in  shape,  the  “$50”-5  ounces,  the  ‘$1 0”-1  troy  ounce,  and  a  1 986 
American  Silver  Eagle. 


NEST #10 

Nest  #10  is  a  commercial  copy  of  the  U.S.  Mint’s  “Impressions  of  Liberty’’  set  that 
was  produced  in  1997.  It  contained  the  $100  American  Platinum  Eagle,  the  $50 
American  Gold  Eagle,  and  the  $1  American  Silver  Eagle.  This  “Images  of  Liberty” 
set  goes  one  step  further  and  added  the  Sacagawea  dollar  as  an  option  to  be  added 
at  a  later  time,  thus  the  four  openings  in  the  nest.  Also,  this  set  is  dated  '2000"  to 
capitalize  on  the  “Millenium"  excitement.  The  set  was  produced  by  the  Washington 
Mint,  now  owned  by  First  Federal  Coins,  in  four-ounce  sizes  with  the  appropriate 
layer  of  gold  or  platinum  added  for  the  corresponding  eagle.  The  Sacagawea  is  gold 
plated  .999  silver  instead  of  the  manganese  brass  outer  covering  of  the  real  Saca¬ 
gawea  dollars.  The  mintage  for  the  original  three  medals  in  the  set  was  50,000,  but 
these  must  have  been  such  a  success  that  the  limit  for  the  Sacagawea  dollar  was 
raised  to  100,000.

NEST  #11 

Nest  #1 1  is  not  all  that  exciting  as  far  as  artistic  design  goes  or  originality  for  that  mat¬ 
ter,  but  it  is  one  HUGE  nest  of  eagles.  Once  again,  the  Washington  Mint  was  the 
creator  of  this  nest  of  eagles.  It  started  with  the  1986  American  Silver  Eagle  design 
and  went  for  ten  years  finishing  with  the  1 995  eagle.  These  eagles  contain  one-half 
pound  (8  troy  ounces)  of  silver.  Even  though  the  troy  pound  contains  only  12  troy 
ounces,  these  eagles  were  marketed  as  being  half-pounders.  Each  year  came  with 
an  individual  certificate  of  authenticity  signed  by  J.  Richard  Bergland,  Director,  The 
Washington  Mint.  No  actual  limit  of  how  many  sets  were  struck  or  could  possibly  be 
struck  comes  with  the  certificate  of  authenticity.  The  ten  pieces  in  this  nest  have  num¬ 
bers  ranging  from  a  low  of  #4222  (1989)  to  a  high  of  #5919  (1986),  Seven  of  the  ten 
eagles  have  mintage  numbers  in  the  4000’s.  The  other  3  eagles  have  mintage  fig¬ 
ures  in  the  5000’s.  When  I  called  to  find  out  more  information  regarding  this  set  and 
the  others  produced  by  The  Washington  Mint,  I  was  never  able  to  speak  with  anyone 
who  could  give  me  any  answers.  Considering  that  The  Washington  Mint  no  longer 
exists  as  an  independent  entity,  that  comes  as  no  surprise. 

As  all  good  things  must  come  to  an  end,  this  is  the  conclusion  of  your  trip  through 
the  eagle  aviary  and  a  glimpse  of  the  many  aeries  that  exist  in  the  world  of  silver  art. 
I  hope  all  of  you  that  managed  to  read  all  the  descriptions  without  PICTURES  en¬ 
joyed  these  eagles.  If  you  have  a  nest  of  eagles  that  you  think  I  have  missed,  let  me 
know.
